More Canned 
Goods Tagged 
For Civilians 


WASHINGTON, Julv 19.—(#)-—— 
About 7,900,000 additional cases 
of canned baby foods, condensed 
milk and other milk products and 
certain canned vegetables§ and 
fruits will become available for 
civilians under a revision of tin- 
plate quotas announced today by 
the War Production Board 

The packs, 
will be short 
peaches, cherries 
some other fruits, and will not 
crease the total 1943 supply 
canned goods for civilians. 
| Part of the increased quotas will! 
result from an amendment re- 
quiring can manufacturers to use 
electrolytic tin-plating. methods 
after September 30. Previously 
manufacturers have been permit- 
ted to use dipped tin plate if the 
thinner electrolytic plate was not 
available. Several new mills using 
this process will be in production 
within the next few months, WPB 
said. 

The increases in tin quotas, rec- 
ommended to WPB by the War 
Food Administration, called for 
packing about two and one-half 
milion additional cases of baby 
‘foods and milk, including pow- 
‘dered milk formulas, for civilian 
| use. 

Another four and one-half nil- 
lion cases of canned foods are pro- 
vided in increased quotas 
prunes, pumpkins, 
and apple products.

Planned equalization of gasoline 
rationing in most of the nation 
drew protests today from some 
midwestern congressmen over 
transfer of a portion of their mo- 
tor fuel supplies to the east. 


While eastern lawmakers ap- 


plauded the leveling-off program, 


the Office of Price Administration 
indicated that regardless of the 
availability of gasoline for driving 
purposes, the tire situation is still 
tight. 

At the request of Rubber Direc- 
William Jeffers, OPA termi- 
nated the sale of new tires for 
spares and announced that new, 
ised or recapped tires will be de- 
nied motorists who have four 
sound tires in addition to an 
emergency spare. Firemen, doc- 
tors and others dealing with 
emergencies, OPA said, will be 
exempt from the ruling. 

Reason For Ban. 

Jeffers explained that he is try- 
ing to make present stocks last 
until production of synthetic cas- 
ings can be increased. The ban 
on sales of new tires, OPA said, 
is expected to remain in effect at 
least for the next few months.

Stewart Seeks 
Ickes’ Aid on

WINCHESTER, Tenn., July 19. 
(/P)\—In a letter to Secretary 
Ickes, U. S. Senator Tom Stewart.

Killing

Everybody read both stories, or heard them by radio: but since 
there was no widespread clamor for scalps, it is evident that many 
people saw only the bright side and overlooked the tragic follies. 

The first story was about an air and sea battle in the South 
Pacific. Our fliers discovered a Jap armada moving under cover 
of storm clouds and in two days sank every cruiser, destroyer and 
transport. The survivors-in-lifeboats and rafts were hunted down 
and killed without mercy, so that none escaped to tell the tale. 

Our bombers were unusually successful because they had de- 
veloped a new technique. Instead of dropping bombs from above 
they came in low and fast, aimed their plane at the target. and 
then skipped the bombs over the surface of the sea as bovs skip 
rocks on a pond. They couldn't miss. . 

It was a new thing, and no Jap lived to report it. We had a 
deadly secret. But the story was too good to keep, and we toid 
it in complete detail. Does anybody doubt that the Japs will adoot 
the new method and use it successfully against our ships? 

The other story was about certain old-style combat planes that 
developed a new sting. These planes were no match for the Jap 
Zero, and the Japs knew it. Our pilots had a tough time. 

But suddenly the picture changed. Our fliers went out to battle 
and the Japs dived on them as usual, and then the Jap planes 
exploded. Day after day our boys had a duck-shooting picnic. And 
the reason for it remained a secret, for if a Jap got close enough 
to discover it, he didn’t live to make a report. 

The secret was a new rear gun. While it remained a secret, 
the Japs didn’t have a chance. Our boys were jubilant. 

But they turned sick when the mail brought copies of an Ameri- 
can magazine which told all about the new rear gun and even 
pictured its angle of fire and told what blind spots it left unpro- 
tected. The boys felt betrayed. They knew the Japs would have 
copies of the magazine ‘They knew that Jap pilots, being fore- 
warned, would come in boldly on their blind side and pick them 
off with little risk. 

On their next flight thev lost two of their best-loved buddies. 

Few Americans are disloyal in spirit, but unintentional disloy- 
alty or unwitting betrayal is equivalent to deliberate treason if 
the result is the same. 

The people want news, but they would rather remain wholly

“In 1598 there were seven Cath- 
olic missions in Georgia, and in 
1606 Bishop Altamirano, of Cuba, 
confirmed 1,500 Indians’ within 
the present limits of Georgia. By 
1655 there were at least 38 mis- 
sions in Georgia and Florida, and 


| 26,000 Catholic Christian Indians, 


most of them in Gecrgia, accord- 
ing to some authorities. In 1702 
Governor James Moore, of Caro- 
lina, invaded Georgia and 
stroyed 13 missions. Developments 
in Europe forced Spain to recog- 
nize England’s claim to all mod- 
ern Georgia, and the glorious story 
of Spanish missions in Georgia 
was ended, and is indicated now 
only by ruins of their chapels 
along the coast. Before the Span- 


ish withdrew from Georgia, Eng- | 


lish and Irish Catholics had come 
to the colonies, despite the legal 
prohibition against them. After 
the revolution and the establish- 
ment of our national independ- 
ence, the handful of Catholics in 
Georgia was increased by immi- 
gration from Maryland, France, 
San Domingo and Ireland. 

“In 1796, the Catholic congrega- 
tion in Savannah numbered at 
least 100. In 1810 the congrega 
tion in Augusta was set apart as 
a separate parish. By 
were three churches— 
Augusta and Locust Grove. 
1850 the Diocese of Savannah was 
created, with eight priests and 
4.000 members, most of them in 
Savannah and Augusta...” 

The World Almanac for 1943, 
quoting the Official Catholic 
Diary, gives the following infor- 
mation on the Roman Catholic 
Diocese of Savannah-Atlanta, for 
1942: “83 clergy, 69 churches, 3,274 
children attending Catholic 
schools, and a total membership in 
the 69 churches of 22,500.”

“I write you as to a father,” he 
said, “for I remember what com- 
fort you gave me in the last war.

The letter was turned over to 
Monsignor Alessandro Evreinoff of 
the Vatican staff with instructions 


And thus started a continuous 
search throughout the world to lo-

war. For many people wrote to 
the Pope to enlist the Vatican's 
aid in communicating with 
ing relatives. 

Monsignor Evreinoff is a small, 
elderly, «.istinguished-looking pre- 
late. His hair and his beard are 
iron grey. The story of his life is 
unique. 

Former Russian Diplomat. 

As a young man he was an im- 
perial Russian diplomat, but gave 
up his career to become a simple 
priest. He made a hair’s-breadth 
escape from the horrors of revolu-

At the time of my visit the in- 
formation office was busy for- 
warding messages from relatives 
of prisoners whose homes were 1n 
Sicily, which had already been 
heavily bombed but had not at 
that time been invaded. 

Sample Messages. 


I saw one of .hese 
which read: “Domenico was born 
February 9. I’ve gotten a new 
home in Diede. Signed, Elena and 
Children. ” Elena had been liv- 
ing in one of the bombed towns. 

Until spring of 1940 virtually all 
correspondence with the Vatican 
information office was concerned 
with occupied Poland. Letters ar- 


rived from all over the world ask- | 


ing for information about relatives 
or friends in the homeland. 

After the invasion of Belgium, 
Holland and France, the number 
of inquiries increased by leaps 
and bounds.

“No, we never give up—as long 
as there is any hope for a clue 
of any kind,” he replied. But I 
gathered that he is sometimes im- 
patient with the slow’ progress 
made under wartime conditions.
